1. HB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill moved as amended to add the $1,200 as a line item on the pfd 
onto the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on Saturday. Karen, Jerry 
Burnett, and I are carrying the bill. in the House Community and Regional Affairs Committee, 
Salmon and Olson signed "do pass" recommendations. (which is usually a pretty strong show of 
support for a bill). Fairclough, Dahlstrom, and LeOoux signed "no recommendation" which is 
usually a sign they are on the fence. Neuman was our only strong opponent of the bill and signed 
as a "do not pass" recommendation. Ali Eegislators are free to vote however they want on the 
floor. 

2. HB 4003 - Energy Appropriations bill moved as amended to show the $50 million in savings 
from the Olson amendment to the resource rebate bill which eliminated the supplemental 
applicati'on process onto the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on 
Saturday. As the resource rebate bill stands now, only persons found eligible for the 2008 pfd will 
get the $1,200 resource rebate. The committee requested, and we agreed completed with the 
committee to work on an amendment that would pick up the veterans who would otherwise be left 
out of the resource rebate. This is a group of roughly 400 elderly and non-service disabled 
veterans who do not appty for the PFD now because the feds offeet the income against their VA 
benefits. Salmon and LeDoux were the "do pass" votes with Neuman the only "do not pass" 
again. 

3. HB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill moved as amended out of the House Labor and Commerce 
committee. Gatto and Neuman were the "do pass" votes on the bill, Gardner and Buch were the 
"do not pass" votes, and Ramras and Olson were the *no recommendation* votes. The bill moved 
on to the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on Monday. Not much public 
support showing up for this bill. t think the urban D's (Buch, Gardner) oppose it because the 
Alaska Conservation League? showed up and basically testified as I interpreted it that if you tower 
the price of fuel, people will use more of it and we will move more slowly towards alternatrve fuels, 
and that there is no guarantee the tax savings will be passed onto the consumers. Cora and I are 
meeting with L/FA and other fishing groups tomorrow to try and get them interested in the bill and 
the savings it would provide to Alaska commercial and charter fishermen, many of whom live in 
ruralareas. 

SENATE 

1. SB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. I will try to work 

tomorrow with the committee aide for Stedman to review issues and answer any questions I can. 
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No schedule yet that I am aware for the committee taking up the bilt again. 

2. SB 4003 - Energy Approprlatlons bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. ■ 

3. SB 4004 - Motor Fuei Tax bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. From his questions, I think Bert 
believes that most or a good part of the savings fbr fishermen from not paying the motor fuel tax would go 
to non-resident fishermen buying fuel In Dutch Harbor. I am trying to put together some stats on Alaska 
resident permit holders and resident charter fishermen to show significant savings go to Alaskans. I witl 
work on this tomorrow.

High-lmpact Firms Create Alaska's Jobs And Growth 

State Has 1,117 Of These Important Firms 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - "High-impact" firms create Alaska's new jobs and growth, 
according to a study recently released by the Office of Advocacy of the U.S. Small Business 
Administration. Distributed across all industries, high-impact firms account for almost alJ 
employment and revenue growth in the national economy, the study concludes. 
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Of the 376,604 high impact firms identified by researchers nationwide, 1,1 17 are located in * 
Alaska. That number represents 2.76 percentof Alaska's firms. 

The study High-impact Firms: Gazelles Revisited> defines high-impact firms as those whose sales 
have at Ieast doubled over a four-year period and which have an employment "growth quantifier" (the 
firm's absolute change in employment multiplied by the percent change) of two or more. 

The study notes that such firms are found across all industries and in all geographic regions. It s 
ranks regions, states, metropolitan statistical areas, and counties by their percentage of high-impact \ 
firms. The study finds, with some data limitations, that high-impact firms are not start-ups but are on 
average around 25 years old, and that they come in all size classes. The report also documents that over 
the periods studied, nearly all job losses came from large, low-impact firms. 

"High-impact firms are important to Alaska's economic growth and development," said Dr. Chad 
Moutray, Chief Economist for the Office of Advocacy. "State policy makers would be wise to consider 
how their policies can encourage such firms." 

The Office of Advocacy, the "small business watchdog" of the federal government, examines the \ 
role and status of small business in the economy and independently represents the views of small 
business to federal agencies, Congress, and the President. It is the source for small business statistics 
presented in user-friendly formats, and it funds research into small business issues.

Dear Fellow Alaskan, 

A well-trained, well-educated workforce is critical for Alaska businesses to remain competitive in 
today's global, high-4ech economy. We must make development of our workforce a top priority. 
We will not be satisfied with any kind of job, but jobs that create a better quality of life. 

Historically, the state's job development efforts have relied heavily on federal funding for 
programs such as adult basic education, training and employment. The list goes on, but the 
bottom line is that a bare minimum of state funding has been invested in these successful 
programs. Some of the responsibility for increasing the number of Alaska hires lies with Alaska 
businesses, but the state must also do a better job of preparing a workforce capabfe of fiiling the 
jobs that are critical to our economic success. 

We will continue to work with the Alaska Legislature to change the story by supporting targeted 
investments and placing more emphasis on state funding for workforce awareness and 
preparation. 

The State Training and Employment Program (STEP), which was recently extended for two 
years, provides training for Alaskans in high-demand jobs and fills gaps not met by federal 
programs. Operated by the Alaska Department of Labor and Workforce Development 
(DOLWD), STEP has trained nearly 30,000 Alaska workers over the last 1 9 years. These 
participants eamed more than $71 mil I ion in Alaska wages in the first year foltowing their 
training, a 35 percent increase over pre-training eamings. The long-term benefit: more than 90 
percent of STEP participants remain in Alaska. 

Our ground-breaktng partnerships - between business and industry, education and state 
government - are creating successful opportunities. We're investing an additional $2.3 million 
for DOLWD's Alaska Youth First program. Together with the Department of Education and 
Early Development's Work Keys program, Alaska Youth First provides career awareness and 
basic work skills development in our schools. A DOLWD partnership with school districts and 
the private sector has seen the advent and growth of the Alaska construction academies, which 
are training both in- and out-of-school youth as well as young aduit workers in basic 
construction, welding and other skills. We are using existing facilities to offer basic skills 
development - for youth and adults - for entry into construction careers. And we are restoring 
vocational training in our secondary schools. 

The Alaska Vocational Technical Center (AVTEC) and regional training centers around the state 
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are putting more emphasis on ofFering training to Aiaska's youth. AVTEC offers qualtty training in 

numerous high-paying occupations and will see a much-needed face-Uft. Our regional training centers i 

offer training in partnership with industry. And the University of Alaska is seeing an increase for 

sfgntficant expansions to its engineering and allied health programs, offering substantial and successful 

career opportunities to more Aiaskans. 

And to connect trainees with jobs, Labor Commissioner Click Bishop is pursuing agreements with 

business and industry to provide more entry-tevel jobs for Aiaskans, including registered 

apprenticeships and structured on-the-job training agreements, and adding employment opportunities 

for industry-related occupational training. I 

With targeted state investments aimed toward closing the skills gap and providing Aiaska's employers 
with trained workers, we will see more career opportunities that will keep our young workers at home, 
and offer better jobs to thousands of underemployed and unemployed Aiaskans.

t. HB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill moved as amended to add the $1,200 as a tins item on the pfd onto the House 
Finanoe Committee. It is schedufed for a hearing on Saturday. Karen, Jerry Bumett, and I a re carrytng the bill. tn 
the House Community and Regional Affairs Committee, Salmon and Olson slgned "do pass" recommendations. 
(which is usualty a pretty strong show of support for a bill). Falrclough, Dahtstrom, and LeDoux signed 'no 
recommendation" which is usualty a slgn they a re on the fence. Neuman was our only strong opponent of the bill 
and signed as a "do not pass" recommendation. AH leglslators are free to vote however they want on the floor. 

2. HB 4003 - Energy Appropriations bill moved as amended to show the $50 million in savings from the Olson 
amendment to the resource rebate bill which eliminated the supplementai application process onto the House 
Finance Committee. It Es scheduled for a hearing on Saturday. As the resource rebate bill stands now, onty persons 
found eligtbte for the 2008 pfd wiB get the $1 ,200 resource rebate. The committee requested, and we agreed 
completed with the committee to work on an amendment that would pick up the veterans who would otherwise be teft 
out of the resource rebate. This is a group of roughly 400 elderly and non-service disabled veterans who do not 
appiy for the PFD now because the feds offset the Income against their VA benefits. Salmon and LeDoux were the 
"do pass" votes wfth Neuman the only 'do not pass" again. 

3. HB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill moved as amended out of the House Labor and Commerce committee. Gatto and 
Neuman were the "do pass" votes on the bill, Gardner and Buch were the "do not pass" votes, and Ramras and 
Olson were the "no recommendation" votes. The bill moved on to the House Finance Committee. It Is scheduled for 
a hearing on Monday. Not much publlc support showlng up for this bill. I think the urban D's (Buch, Gardner) 
oppose it because the Alaska Conservation League? showed up and basfcally testffied as I interpreted It that if you 
lower the price of fuel, peopie wilt use more of it and we wlll move more slowly towards alternatlve fuels, and that 
there is no guarantee the tax savings will be passed onto the consumers. Cora and I are meeting with UFA and 
other fishing groups tomorrow to try and get them interested In the bill and the savings it would provide to Alaska 
commercial and charter fishermen, many of whom live in rural areas. 

SENATE 

1. SB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. i will try to work tomorrow with the 
committee akJe for Stedman to review issues and answer any questions I cari. No schedute yet that I am aware for 
the committee taking up the bill again. 

2. SB 4003 - Energy Appropriations bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. 

3. SB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill was heard and held In Senate Finance. From his questions, I thfnk Bert believes that 
mosi or a good part of the savings for fishermen from not payfng the motor fuel tax would go to non-resident 
fishermen buying fuel in Dutch Harbor. I am trying to put together some stats on Alaska resident permit holders and 
resident charter fishermen to show signiflcant savings go to Alaskans. I wiR work on this tomorrow.

I havent heard anythlng further from Senator Stevens In response to my inqulry. Untess you feel otherwise, I'm 
not inclfned to ask him agafn. 

The Senator knows that we have sought to consult Further, he has generalty favored the construction of roads 
and infrastructure needed to facilitate commerce and natural resource devetopment In thls regard, I recall hls 
support durlng ANILCA for an East-West corridor along the southern flank of the Brooks Range. 

So, I believe that he ts likely to support the concept of East-West corridors now as long as the responsibiltty for 
findlng the requtred funds does not fail inordinateiy on htm. I doubt that there woutd be much federal funding 
beyond the State's usual highway allocations, partfcularly since there could be environmental oppositJon. 

Earlier today, I responded to a general fnquiry from Commissioner von Scheben conceming the Fairbanks to 
Nome corrkior. For whatever they're worth, I've excerpted these comments below. 



I am Intrigued by the idea of an East-West transportation route from Fairbanks to Nome. As you know, 
thls Issue has been dFscussed before, but It seems to be galnlng some positfve momentum that dfdnt 
exist previousfy. 

My concems are making sure that there are sufficient resources and other benefrts to justify the cost, 
funding from State and federal sources, and the need to avoid federal lands to the extent possfble. The 
tatter Issue relates to the problem of obtalnlng rights of way across federal lands. 

In any event, I thlnk that, If the idea flies wfth the Govemor and you, it becomes a case of nothing 
ventured, nothfng galned.
